Claims 61, 69, and 77 have been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed subject 
matter is a process of determining expression levels of exons in a chromosomal region by use of 
a wavelet transform. Klevecz (Funct. Integr. Genomics Vol. 1, pages 186-192 (2000) cited in the 
Information Disclosure Statement filed 05 June 2006) shows wavelet transform analysis of gene 
expression over time, but does not show wavelet transform analysis of exon expression over 
genomic regions. Lio (Bioinformatics, Vol. 19, pages 2-9 (2003)) reviews use of wavelets in 
bioinformatics, and shows wavelets used to analyze genomic sequences or protein sequences for 
patterns, but does not show wavelets to analyze exon expression levels over genomic regions. 
Stahl (U.S. Patent No. 6,950,755, cited in the Information Disclosure Statement filed 20 
December 2006) shows wavelet analysis of genome sequences for patterns, but does not show 
wavelets used to analyze exon expression levels over genomic regions.
